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PEANUTS IN COMIC BOOKS 


Peanuts fans take many things for granted: Linus and his blanket, Snoopy and his 
Sopwith Camel, Lucy and her psychiatrists booth ... and the fact that Charles M. 
Schulz wrote, drew, inked and lettered is famous newspaper strip during his entire 
half-century carer. 


He was not, however, solely responsible forall published appearances of Charlie 
Brown and his friends, particularly with regard to their comic book appearances in 
the late 1950s and early 60s. 


Wanting a secondary market for its syndicated newspaper comic strips, United 
Feature Syndicate (UFS) had for many years recycled such features in various comic 
books. In early 1952, previously published Peanuts strips debuted as a supporting 
feature in two UFS titles, Tip Top Comics and United Comics, and from there gradually 
‘made their way into other UFS comic books. A few issues of Tip Top and a one-isue 
Peanuts special boasted original covers (albeit unsigned) by Schulz, making them 
highly prized collector items today. 


From 1955-57, when rival publisher St. John assumed control ofthe line from UFS, 
Peanuts strip reprints continued to appear in Fritz Ritz and Tip Top, as wel asin at 
Jeast one issue of Nancy. Schulz did not produce any original covers during these 
two years. 


It's safe to assume that somebody tabulated the strips reprinted in these various 
omic books, and took at least some care to ensure they di not wholly duplicate 
the strips reprinted in Holt, Reinhart & Winston's best-selling books of Peanuts 
callections.Sharp-eyed fans who've wondered why Holt failed to reprint so many 
strips from 1953-55 now have an answer: Many of them popped up instead in UFS 
and St.John comic books. 


Big changes came in September 1957, when Dell took over the St. John line. 
Charlie Brown and the gang continued their appearances in Nancy, Tip Top, and 
Fritzi Ritz, but with an important difference: The covers of these books promised 
“all brand-new stories,” and Dell meant it. 


The surprising news? 


Schulz wrote and drew very few of these “all-new stories,’ and instead entrusted 
these responsibilities to talented colleagues (at first, anyway). These fellow artists, 
who received no credit for this work, labored as “ghosts” while imitating Schulz’s 
signature style ... and, for a time, even avid Peanuts fans probably couldn't tell the 
difference. 


The new work debuted in Dells first issue of Nancy (#146), which—because of its 
Ernie Bushmiller cover—gave no indication of the gorgeous four-page Peanuts 
story within. Although this work bears no signature, there's no question that 
Schulz wrote and drew the story. 


But the late 1950s was an incredibly busy period for Schulz, so he almost 
immediately turned the reins over to good friend and former Art Instruction 
Schools colleague Jim Sasseville; he handled all the interior artwork and stories 
for the next few years, while Schulz supplied a few original cover illustrations. 
(Some were signed; others were anonymous.) 


“He gave me carte blanche on writing [the stories], and | felt like a faithful 
uncle,” Sasseville noted during a 2001 interview, with no small amount of pride. 
Reproducing the characteristic curves of Charlie Brown and Linus’ heads was 
difficult, and Sasseville took this responsibility quite seriously. He was equally 
comfortable with stories that ran four or eight pages. Indeed, during a later 
conversation with Jean Schulz, he confessed that he preferred the longer eight- 
page format: “| was able to flesh it out and tell a better story.” 


Sasseville deserves considerable credit for preserving an artistic style that was 


remarkably similar to Schulz’s line work, and for writing stories that felt authentic 
to the Peanuts “tone”...and that were, at times, expanded from Schulz’s newspaper 
strips (Snoopy carrying soap bubbles in his mouth, Snoopy imitating various 
animals, Linus being the “fastest draw in the West,’ etc.). Sasseville was kept busy 
supplying Peanuts content to Nancy, Tip Top and Fritzi Ritz (although only briefly 
on the latter, which was discontinued in late 1958, after issue #59). 


Dell gave Peanuts its own one-shot book in February 1958 (actually issue #878 of the 
anthology title Four Color Comics). It featured a signed Schulz cover and seven stories 
of various length, all by Sasseville. This “experiment” proved successful, so Dell 
repeated it a year later with a second all-Peanuts issue, in Four Color Comics #969. 
Schulz wrote and drew several of the stories within: the last time he'd contribute 
interior content for any of the Dell comic books. 


When Sasseville left in late 1958 to pursue other interests, Schulz supplied one 
“fill-in” issue of Nancy (#169) and then handed the Dell art and writing chores 
to two more former Art Instruction Schools colleagues: first Dale Hale, and later 
Tony Pocrnick. Both also took pains to make Charlie Brown and his friends look 
reasonably “authentic.” 


Peanuts was featured in a third issue of Four Color Comics (#1015, Aug.-Oct. 1959), 
and then Charlie Brown and the gang earned their own title. Dell's Peanuts debuted 
in Feb.-April 1960—with issue #4, to acknowledge the three previous specials — 
and continued through #13 (May-July 1962). Schulz delivered signed covers for this 
entire run, but he had no involvement with any of the interior material. 


Unfortunately, the writing and artistic quality declined when Hale and Pocrnick 
moved on, leaving Peanuts stories in the hands of unknown Dell house writers 
and artists. The results were lamentable, and not even close to Schulz’s work. 
Worse yet, the stories felt completely wrong: Consider, for example, a 1960 
tale entitled “Mechanical Maniac,’ which finds a robot running amok in the 
neighborhood! 


Dell was forced to trim its line shortly thereafter. Tip Top was dropped in the spring of 
1961; its final issue was #225. Nancy—which had been re-titled Nancy and Sluggo 
beginning with #174—finished its Dell run with #187 (March-April 1962). 


Gold Key took over the Dell line in mid-1962, and briefly revived two relevant titles. 
Nancy and Sluggo \imped along for five more issues, finally concluding with #192 
(October 1963). Each issue featured a new 4-page Peanuts story, but the Gold Key 
house artists paid even less attention to Schulz’s style. The Peanuts comic book 
reappeared with a fresh first issue in May 1963, but lasted only four issues through 
February 1964. All four issues were reprints, in sequence, of Dell’s Four Color #878, 
969 and 1015, and Peanuts #4. 


Which brings us, more than half a century later, to the lavish collection you've just 
purchased. 


This Peanuts Dell Archive gathers all the original interior Peanuts content from 
Dell’s Fritzi Ritz, Nancy/Nancy and Sluggo and Tip Top: a wealth of material never 
before anthologized, and unseen since originally published. The stories have been 
assembled chronologically, so you'll see how the artwork and story content changed 
over time: starting with the rare offerings by Schulz, and continuing through 
Sasseville, Hale, Pocrnick and unidentified Dell house artists and writers. 


When possible, we've identified the artist. The efforts of both Schulz and Sasseville 
are known with certainty; it's equally definite that Hale followed Sasseville. 
Unfortunately, poor records make it impossible to determine at what point Hale 
turned the pencil and ink over to Pocrnick, and at what point the latter also moved on 
(although it’s pretty clear when the less Schulz-faithful Dell house artists took over). 
The identities of the Gold Key artists who supplied the stories for the final five issues 
of Nancy and Sluggo—which are included here, for the sake of completeness—also 
are unknown. 


Allstories sourced from Fritzi Ritz and Nancy/Nancy and Sluggo run four pages. Tip Top 
stories ran longer, at seven or eight pages; that book also featured occasional one- 


page stories, very much like newspaper Sunday comic strips. You'll note that some 
of the latter appear in black-and-white: That's because they originally appeared that 
way, on the inside front cover of the issues in question. 


This collection concludes with Schulz’s gorgeous covers for the three Peanuts-themed 
issues of Dell’s Four Color Comics, and the subsequent 10-issue run of Dell’s Peanuts. 


And that, dear reader, leaves us with a tantalizing measure of anticipation. For now, 
this handsome anthology sits at roughly 350 pages, but perhaps there will be a 
second volume: a collection of the same size, rounding out the rest of the stories, 
and highlighted by 25 pages of Schulz’s own work. 


All told, Charlie Brown's early comic book appearances represent a stunning quantity 
of little-known and incredibly obscure original material, initially published in 
roughly 150 issues of various titles, with all but a tiny percentage written and drawn 
by somebody other than Schulz. The work by Sasseville and Hale feels rigorously 
authentic to Schulz’s vision of Charlie Brown and the gang: the way they look and 
behave, and the neighborhood they inhabit. Later efforts...well, they're amusing 
for entirely different reasons, perhaps mostly as a reminder of how the Peanuts 
characters can’t be “forced” into situations that don’t suit them. 


Purists may regard this “alternate universe” of comic book stories as “not canon,’ but 
they do offer a rare glimpse of Peanuts as a collaborative project.
